T.F. Canal Co. rehabilitates key irrigation link

Alberdi said. 

The pipe is empty now. But it 
reverb^tes with voices and the 
sound of electric drills. The hand- 
hold rope is wet and cold, but it 


help.s case the descent down the 
30 degree slope from the inlet, 
The outlet side is even steeper at 
about 4S degrees. 

Work lights strung on a long 
rope are held up in the middle 
with a stout cottonwood branch 
wedged nearly upright about the 
middle of the level center section 
of the pipe. 

Inside (he gloom, the pi)>e walls 
sport an irregular light brown 
coating of calcium deposits over n 
2l>year-old asphalt epoxy coating. 
«Uong the way orange numbers - 
spray-painted on each five-foot 
section of pipe. 

Thu steel pipe was built in 
Sharon, Penn., by Frank Buhl's 
Sharon Boiler Works. The five- 
foot-wide, half-drde sections were 
shipped by train to Kimama. 
There they were loaded onto wag- 
ons and hauled to the site where 
the Low line oosses Rock Creek. 


Buhl, with partner Peter 
Kimberly, of Sharon, put up the 
bulk of the money for the Twin 
Falls project. 

The first steel arrived on Jan. 7, 
1905. 

Sharon Boiler Works also sent a 
crew to install the pipe - pneu- 
matic drills and riveters. As the 
sections were riveted together, 
and steel reinforcing bands were 
riveted halfway between the sec- 
..tion scams, the pipe was laid in a 
trench and wooden frame work,

■■ TWIN FALLS - Mure than 700 
students received schohYrships 
tliis p.Tst year frnm'the College of 
Southern Idaho's Foundation. 

The foundation's annual 
report for the 1999-2000 school 
year shows that in 1985, the col- 
lege offered a total of $25,000 in 
I scholarships to 50 students. By 
I last school year, the foundation 
I had awarded nearly $800,000 in 
scholarships to more than 700 
stu denus. 

The foundation's as.scis have 
grown from $200,000 in its inau- 
gural year to more than $20 mil- 
lion. 

"You can see in 16 years how 
far we have come," said Jeff 
Harris, president of the founda- 
tion's volunteer community 
(xiard- 

The foundation ha,s been built 
by donations from local people. 
This year it received a $2 million 
gift, one of its largest, from the 
estate of Bill and Frieda Reiher. 
The couple built one of the first 
cable telerision networks in the 
country. Bill Reiher and partner 
Gus Pent* picked up a signal out 
of the Salt lake City market and 
delivered it to local cable cus- 
tomers. Their use of signals gen- 
erated by commercial stations 
prompted a coun case that made 
it all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. In the end, 
Reiher prevailed. This was a 
man who arrived in Twin Falls in 
1931 with a few cents in his pock- 
et. 

The foundation’s repon details 
numerous unique and inspira- 
tional stories of scholarship 
donors and students who have 
benefited from’ the generosity. 
-Among donors highlighted-in- 
this year’s report are John and 
.Malx:] Pierce. His family helped 
settle the Raft River Valley 
when his grandfather arrived 
from Texas in 1871 with 2,000 
head of cuttle. The couple has 
established a scholarship fund at 
CSl for students from Raft River 
High School,

of die Twin Fails Canal Co." ' 
Though the steel had held up 
well since 1905, the canal compa- 
ny in 1938, in an effort to extend 
the life of the pipe, encased a 
portion of- it in concrete. In the 
mid-1980s,.the Company encased 
the rest of it in concrete. and 
ebated the interior with a coal-tar • 
epoxy. , 

.Thpn'about a year ago, the 
• comply hired Yanke Marine 
Shop in Boise to inspect the con- 
dition of the pipe and the rivets. 
The company found the steel 
pipe still in good shape, but 
marked by corrosion. 

llie rivet heads inside the pipe 
show the wear of years - as the 
rush of water has worn away die 
part of the rivet heads facing the 
flow. Ultrasound tests found a 
narrow void along much of the 
Ixmom half of the pipe, between 
ilie pipe and the encasing con- 
crete. 

A six-inch square piece cut 
from the pipe wall showed corro- 
■.sion pitting the outside surface - 
apparently from moi.sture in the 
void. 

The canal company then hired ’ 
CH2M Hill, an engineering con- 
sulting firm, to evaluate the long- 
term options. Replacing die pipe 
would cost an estimated $1.5 mil- 
.lion, and rchabilltnting the pipe.... 
to give another 30 years was csti- 
-mated to cost abouronc-fifth of — 
that -$250,000. 

Rehabilitation would include 
sandblasdiUl the in^de surface of 
the pipe end rccoating it with 
polyurethane, and filling voids 
along tho bottom of the pipe with 
grout. 

The grout is expected to halt 
the corro^h,JUbeiiiisaid: 

The canal company hired 
Contcch Services of Vancouver, 
Wash., to conduct additional 
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ultra-sound tests, drill a series of 
three-eighths-inch holes in the 
pipe and pump in the grout. 

But before they could start, 
canal workers had to remove 
about 60 cu.bic yards of sediment 
. and rocks that had accumulate 
' along the bottom of the pipe. 

When they started drilling test 
holes, Matt Bickford and Rich 
Rossi found a little bit of water 
seeping in. 

“We”WererI’t'sii'pp6sed'tb'fih‘d~ 
that,” Bickford said. 

Aibcrdi was not sure whether 
the water they found was from 
the trickle coming down inride 
the pipe or whether it was seep- 
ing down along the outside of the 
pipe. 

Once that problem is solved, 
however, it would take Bickford 
and Rossi about half a day to drill 
all the grout holes, Bickford said. 

The grout they will use is a 
imture of high-strength, fast-set- 
ting cement with special chemi- 
cals added that will allow it to be 
pumped into the narrow space ■ 
between the outside of the pipe 
and the encasing conaete, Frank 
Thompson of CH2M Hill 

But workers have to be careful, 
pumping the grout under too 
much pressure can deform the 
pipe. WTien the pipe ^ves a little 
under the pressure, however, the 
void will widen a little, allowing 
the grout to flow into the tiny 
space more eosUy. 

.’ It’s a delicate balance. 

:Once the grouting is finished, 
another crew will sandblast the 
inside and spray on a polyu- 
-rathane coating. -To work in the 
sloped sectio ns of the pipe, work- 
ers wfiTstand on a' whefied'plai- " 
form that is sloped to match the 
slope of the pipe. 

Workers aim will msmll on air 
vent near the inlet to reduce tur- 
bulence by allowing ^ trapped 
by the inrush of water to escape. 
The project Is expected to be com- 
pleted before the start of the next 
irrigation season. And once reha- 
l^tated, the siphon is expected to 
rive another 30 years of trouble- 
free service, Albmli <a j d ,

The trip two months 
ago appeared to flout U.N. eco- 
nomic sanctions against Iraq and 
has emboldened other countries 
to follow suit, with dozens of vis- 
its since then. 

“The embargo has started fiz- 
zling,” Iraqi Vice President Taha 
Yassin Ramadan said recently. 

Robert Kagan of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International 
Pe:^ agreed, saying, “The inter- 
national sanctions regime is col- 
bpsing.” 

The State Department disputes 
these assertions, cautioning 
against overemphasizing the 
importance of the increased traf- 
fic at Saddam Hussein 
International Airport. 

“The basic sanctions regime 
remains in place, continues to 
work,” said State Department 
spokesman Richard Boudicr. 

He says the Iraqis con bring an 


end to sanctions - imposed 10 
years ago in response to Iraq’s 
invasion of Kuwait - by meeting 
the standards for weapons 
inspections and monitoring that 
are spelled out in U.N. Security 
Council resolution 1284. 

But there have been no 
weapons inspections in almost 
Mo yeap, and Iraq has shown no 
inclination to allow their resump- 
tion. U.N. Secretary General Kofi 
Annan plans to talk to Iraqi lead- 
ers about that at a meeting of 
Islamic countries starting Sunday 
in Qatar. 

T^e U.S.-led coalition of coun- 
tries that liberated Kuwait from 
Iraqi occupation is now moribund. • 
The Clinton administration, per- 
haps influenced by the lack of an 
intcnmtional consensus to do bat- 
tle with Iraq again, rarely men- 
tions Iraq’s refusal to cooperate 
with U.N. weapons inspeqors.

My most memorable day in Central 
Europe in September was in the 
Lorraine American Military Cemetery at 
Sl .-\vold, France; 10,489 dead lie here, 
men who gave their lives in our coun- 
try's serx ice. One hundred fifty marble 
headstones mark the graves of the 
imknowns.

Fircnghtcrs help protec,t people when there is 
a danger to lives, homes and property, or the 
environment. When they are on duty, 
firefighters have to be ready to leave 
immediately when there is a fire or other 
emcrgency-nb matter wh..t time it U or what 
the weather is like. 

In an emergency, there is always a lot going 
on, so firefighters have many jobs. Some 
firefighters connect the hoses to fire 
hydrants, operate the water pumps or 
equipment, or put the ladders in place; Other 
firefighters resede people and perform first 
aid, work to clear out smoke in the buihlings 
or save what is in the buildings. 

Along with training in general emergency 
procedures, Hrefighters receive training in 
emergency medical procedures. Many fire 
departments require that they be certified 
as emergency medical technicians, too. 

In' addition to fighting house fires, 
firefighters also work at airports, in chemical 
plants and in forests. Between emergencies, 
they spend a lot of time at the fire station. 
There, they take part in training, clean and 
maintain the equipment, and have practice

A sense of urgency 

Hyrum Bell was drafted right 
out of dny Roberts High School in 
eastern Idaho. It initially seemed 
unfair. 

“I felt that we didn't have a 
choice,” Bell said. "For myself, t 
was r^'eved because the choice 
was token away from me: My par- 
ents were in iU health and 1 had 
one small brother. The draft 
board had a quota to fill. I was 
being pullet! in two directions.” 

Bell was taken to Fort Douglas 
outside of Salt Ltike City fqr 10 
days, before moving bn to 
Buckley Field near Denver. 
There, Bell decided he wanted to 
be a pilot However, tilings didn’t 
turn out as pliuuicd. 

“I passed the test. But they 


determined aerial gunners were 
needed more desperately than 
pilots," he said. 

Because the ^vemment need- 
ed to get recruits on the battle- 
field, Bell's training was packed 
into a short period of time. 

“The normal time would have 
been about six weeks, at least. 
They rushed us through in a 
wfck,” he said. 

Eventually, Bell was put on a 
. “troop train" to Tampa, Fla., 
where he would receive more 
training on the B-17. Althou^ 
Bell was single at the time, he 
knew st^e men who were mar- 
ried. 

“Tlie married guys never told 
(their wives) when they were 
leaving. They didn’t want the anx- 
iety," Bell said. 

U|)on reaching their home base 
in Rattlesdcn, England, it didn't 
take long to sec the effects of war.

Bell said. "Some of the propellers 
had feathered, because they were 
Jill shot up.” 

Bell and his comrades were at 
their new home base for a week, 
•'.sorting mail and other things,” 
before tlmy were assigned to a 
bomb group and squadron. Bell, 
who would fly a total of 32 mis- 
sions, was told he couldn’t keep a 
diary about his experiences. 

, "nicy said if we got caught, we 
could be court-martialed," Bell 
said, “I had written some things, 
so I destroyed them. So I saved 
- -some newspaper clippings, They 
couldn’t say they were cla.ssified." 

• Still, Bell wal faitliful in writing 
to Ills soon-to-be wife, Verna. Tlie 
two married when Bell returned 
to America. 

He was writing about every 
day and I was writing about every 
day,” .slie said. 

Bell’s first mis.sion was Oct. 7, 
1944, to Leipzig, Germany. 

“It was ju.Ht a bombing mission," 
he «n'd, noting that the bomber’s 
cruising altitude was between 
27,000 to 29,000 feet. "Even then, 
vve were dropping our bombs 
through clouds, so we didn't .see 
our target all tJie time." 

Burthe one' mission th’af stickl 
out in Bell’s mind took place the 
following month on Nov. 2, 1944. 
The crew, and many others, were 
ordered to destroy an oil depot 
outside of Mersburg. Germany. 
Allied intelligence repons indicat- 
ed tJie Germans were running de.s- 
j>erately short on petroleum and 
would do anything to save this 
cfcpot from being desuxiyed. 

Tlie Germans fired artillery that 
would explode at a certain alti- 
tude. 

"They didn’t have to hit us 
directly to knock us down," he 
said. “An explosion would send 
shrapnel in all directions. We 
were scared to death.” 

Bell said he and his crew contin- 
ued with the mission, flying into 
plumes of thick, black smoke. 
However, the mission didn't go as 
planned, as the Allied forces suf- 
fered heavy losses. Out of the 54 
planes that left the Rattlesden 
base that morning, only seven 
returned, including Bell’s plane 
that limped home on two of its 
four engines. 

Upon return, all of the nine- 
member crew got a three-day 
pass, but then immediately 
renimed to the sides. In Jact, Bell 
ar.d his mates went back to 
Mersburg to try to complete their

Ecology joins theology in the pulpit

ArouAd the nation, priests, pas- 
tors and rabbis are miidng theolo- 
gy and ecology, urging their con- 
gregations into earthly steward- 
ship with passages straight from 
the Bible. Their message: From 
the Columbia River to the 
' California ^woods and the hiUs 
of West Virginia, this planet is 
the handiwork of God, who wants 
tis to take care of it 
"Our goal is to bring the mis- 


evangelical Christian and main- 
line Protestant organizations. 

In the Northwest, seven Roman 
Catholic bishops and one bishop 
from southeastern British 
Columbia will Issue a pastoral let- 
ter early next year on the 
Columbia River.

For one thing, Lutherans are 
not all Midwesterners, he says - 
there’s a large contingent in 
Pennsylvania, for example. And 
although about 97 percent are 
white, there are signs of growing 
diversity. 

“The fastest-growing elements 
within our church are the 
Hispanic and Asian population. 
Our Northern European compo- 
nent is decreasing,” said 
Anderson, who stopped in 
Baltimore this month to preside 
over the installation of Bishop 
Henry Gerard Knochc of the 


Lutheraa Churches - making it • 
the sixth-largcst Christian denom- 
uiation in the country. (It doesn't 
include several other, mostly 
more conservative, Lutheran bod- 
ies, including the 2. 6-million 
member Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod, and the 411.000- 
member Wisconsin Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod.) 

During Anderson’s tenure, the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church has 
embarked on an outreach to 
other Christian churches. Effons 
at dialogue have'resulted in 
agreements for ‘‘full communion" 
between his church and the 
Moravian, the Reformed Chur^ 
in America, the Presbyterian 
Church (USA), the United 
Church of Christ and the 
Episcopal Church USA. 

Anderson’s most difficult task 
in this area was shepherding the 
agreement between Lutherans 
and Episcopalians, which will go 
into effect in January. Some 
church members were leery of 
accepting the Episcopal tradition 


of the “historic episcopate,” trac- 
ing the lineage of bishops in an 
unbroken line to the early 
church. To them, this smacked of 
a triumphalism and a church aris- 
tocracy that their founder, Martin 
Luther, had rejected in the 
Reformation. 

With his genteel manner, 
Anderson was able to soothe the 
fears of enough church members 
for its passage. 

In recent years, mainline 
Protestant churches hove faced 
some hard times, with declining 
numbers and seemingly declining 
.influence in society as the reli- 
gious right has taken up the ban- 
ner of gospel activism. 
AnderSbn’s message to his own 
church; Be not afraid, 

“I think I’ve convinced our 
church that it is a good time to be 
in the church, not a bad time," 
Anderson said. “I've tried to 
emphasize the fact that the image 
of church as a kind of frosting 
that floats on the top of the wed- 
ding cake and is a Itind of croH-n 
of society is not the New 
Testament image ... to be a 
church that’s in strug^e in soci- 
ety and that’s a mi.ssionaJ church 
in society is." 

A healthy church, he said, is 
not one that is fat and satisfied, 
but one forced to exercise and 
struggle.

The granting of the charts, and 
the fact the union gave Boise mem- 
bere back the original number it 
held since being formed in 1902 
had some of the 120 members 
ecstatic.

In 1994, companies reported 
strong earnings, but a series of 
rate hikes from the Federal 
Reserve cut into stock returns. 
The following year, earnings 
weakened, but declining inter- 
ey^^rates triggered a run-up in 
s^k prices. 


Any time you get in a tug of 
war between earnings and inter- 
est rates, interest rates are 
going to win',” Nash said 
Earnings rose an average 20 
percent in the first half of this 
year, beating estimates of a 15 
percent increase. Nash project- 
ed tliey will continue to grow 
about 8 percent or 9 percent 
next year. 

The slower earnings growth 
reflects a slowing economy. A 
series of six Interest rate 
from the Federal Reserve over 
the past 18 months has made 
capital more expensive for con- 
sumers and businesses alike. 
Higher oU prices have cut into 
disposable income. The fall in 
the stock prices has also left 
some investors less wealthy. 

As a result, consumers appear 
to be pulling back on spending, 
which could spell problems for 
retailers this holiday season. 

“Oil prices will act as a tax on 
the American consumer," Nash 
said, noting that discount retail- 
er Wal-Man has reported slow- 
er traffic at its stores. The con- 
sumers who come in are spend- 
ing the same amount th^ did in 
the past, but fewer shoppers are 
making it to the score, he said. 

The silver lining in an eco- 
nomic slowdown is that the 
Federal Reserve would be lik^ 
ly to lower interest rotes next 
year.

Irked by poor earnings and 
unnerved by the presidential 
election limbo sent stocks 
sharply lower Friday with the 
Nasdaq composite index foUing 
to a new dosing low for the year. 

Puzzled about how to invest 
amid the polidcal uncertainty, 
uivestors have focused on what 
they do know: earnings are key. 
Poor profit outlooks at Dell 
Computer dragged the tech- 
focused Nasdaq lower and retail- 
ers’ disappointing earnings 
results hurt blue chips. 

The decline was exacerbated 
by inv^ors' reluctance to m^e 
commitments before the week- 
end; they worried about possible 
election developments that 
might send stocks tumbling 
when trading resumes Monday 
morning. 

The Nasdaq ended down 
171.36, or 5.35 percent, at 
3,028.99. The last time the ' 


Nasdaq finished lower was a 
year ago, on Nov. 3, 1999, when it 
dosed ai 3,028.51. 

The Nasdaq lost 422.59, or 
1224 percent, for the wreck. 

Other indicators also dropped 
significantly. The Dow Jones 
industrial average finished off 
231.30, or 1.70 percent, at 
10,502.95. The broader Standard 
& Poor's 500 Index fell 34.16 to 
12^98, a loss of Z44 percent. 

The Dow ended the week with 
a loss of 215.00, or 1.99 percent. 
The S&P 500 gave up W.71, or 
425 percent, for the week. 

Investors showed they’re stick- 
ing to their preelection pattern 
of selling hi^-iech issues whose 
profit outlook is poor. They’re 
also punishing non-tech sto^, 
parttcular those in the retailing 
sector, for earnings shortfalls. 

Dell lost $525, or 18.5 percent, 
to dose at $23.13. Dell reported 
late Thursday it cut its revenue 
outlook for the next fiscal year.

U.S. warns high costs could

WASHINGTON — Preparing for 
cridcal and probably contentious 
global warming talks, the CUnton 
administration is warning that 
the world treaty on climate 
change it agreed to three years 
ago nuy fall apart if the costs of 
reducing so-called “greenhouse" 
gases are not contained. 

More than 160 countries, which 
crafted the Kyoto climate treaty 
in 1997, begin two weeks of 
intense discussions in the 
Netherlands next week on how to 
implement it. The outcome could 
determine whether ambitious 
efforts to tackle climate change 
wUi stall or become rc-cnergized. 

The discussions take on addi- 
tional urgency since the U.S. 
view of the climate treaty, wliich 
Vice President A1 Gore helped 
craft, may dramatically shift if 
George W. Bush should become 
president. Unlike Gore, who 
views acceptance of the treaty 
critical. Bush opposes the accord 
os premature and poteii.lally too 
disKiptivc and costly.

The 
attachment, called “NAVIDAD” 
is mainly in Spanish.

North had something to add af- 
ter the deal was scored. "Why did 
you have to get your answer so 
quickly?" 

Dummy’s diamond king won, 
and after drawing trumps. South 
passed the spade nine to East’s 
king. When East shifted to u 
sneafy club 10, South, suspecting 
■fcuUduggery, hopped up with hi.s 
king. , 

Unfortunately for him. West 
won the ace and returned u club, 
sending the gome one down. 

Why was it wrong for South to 
play hia club king? Playing the 
king immediately preserves an 
overtrick when East has undcrlcd 
the club ace. South can then dis- 
card u club on dummy's long 
spadc-to.'losc only one spade and 
one club. However, premature 
play of the king loses the game 
unnecessarily when West has the 
club ace once guarded. 

At the cost of only u possible 
ovcrtrick. a patient South should 
refuse to cover whichever club 
E^st leads at trick six. But when 
East continues the suit, South 
plays his king. Not only does this 
land the gome when East has the 
ace, but it also reaps a huge re- 
ward when West has A-x. 

Of course, the gome cannot be 
made when West has the A-x-x in 
clubs. Nevertheless, isn’t it wrth 
taking a couple of seconds to 
cater to Uie possibility of A-x with 
West?
